hall on a handsome float

Died mid Came to Life-
It will be remembered that tho air wns

chill on Monday Miss Curzons gown
was thin and she contracted a heavy
cold which confined her to heif bed on
Tuesday The following day the physl
clan announced tint her case was a-

light attack of pneumonia but she suf-
fered

so little that several friends were
allowed to corns Into her bedroom

They laughingly congratulated her on
her success at the party On Thursday
too her condition gave no cause for
alarm and she conversed with the mlmbrs of her family who came Into the
room It was thought that all danger
had pasted

It was yesterday morning that the
turn for tho worse came she began to
sink rapidly and tho family were called
Into the sick room After several hours
the physician turned away from his
patient and sorrowfully told those gath-

been raised to her face Used as he
was to gruesome scenes he shuddered
at the sight but bent over her and
gazed anxiously at her face

cry he called the young womans father
The physician was called again and the
work to save her life renewed In half
an hour she sighed opened ler eyes and
smiled and then closed them again In
peaceful sleep
